Kunstler’s speech mainly con- 
cerned “conspiracy and _ repres- 
sion.” He traced the history of 
the concept of conspiracy. “The 
crime of conspiracy is ‘one that 
originated in England during the 
days of the court of the Star 
Chamber.” 


The Star Chamber was a court 
where political criminals, as des- 
ignated by the state, were tried 
for the crimes. Kunstler drew 
many parallels between the oper- 
ation of this court and the pres- 
ent judicial system in political 
matters. 


The Star Chamber court had 
only one acquittal on record. 
This exemplified the simplicity 
of proving a conspiracy case 
“(conspiracy is) the darling of 
the prosecuter’s nursery, because 
it is so easy to prove. You need 
an informant, you need an overt 
act, and then you tie the thing 
together and you can create a 
crime.” 

After explaining the back- 
ground and definition of conspir- 
acy, Kunstler proceeded to out- 
line the three major conspiracy 
cases that occurred against the 
anti-war movement. These were 
the trials of Benjamin Spock in 
1968; the Chicago Eight trial, 
and the Ahmed conspiracy trial.

Madsen temporarily cleared the 
gymnasium because of °a bomb 
threat that had been called in. 
The session was resumed _ after 
approximately 10 minutes, how- 
ever.

Kunstler is a very knowledgeable, 
articulate person who, last night, 
put the power elite and its man- 
agement of the news in its place. 
Kunstler represents a small, but 
strong and relevent minority that 
will bring about important social 
improvement in this country.

Among the Many questions 
asked Kunstler, one spectator]. 
raised the topic of his personal 
feelings on Communism. Kuns- 
tler responded by stating that he 
did not accept what he called 
“Communism with a large ‘C.’” 
This refers to the economic form 
of Communism. He said that 
the same was true for our own 
capitalistic system. He did, how- 
ever, believe that the system of 
communal living and sharing 
(“communism with a small ‘c’ ”) 
was acceptable. He stated that 
Jesus Christ also supported the 
idea of communal living.

HART CAGERS CLICK RIGHT 


The Panther basketball squad 
took a giant step toward win- 
ning the Coast Conference hoop 
crown by defeating the Ohlone 
Renegades 81-70 last Saturday 
at the Hartnell gym. Ohlone 
was previoiusly tied with the 
Hart team for first place, but the 
Cat victory knocked Ohlone off. 

Instead of offense being a 
major factor in the win, the vic- 
tory was led by the defensive ef- 
fort of quick Dwight Garrison 
that proved to be the important 
edge. Garrison held Ohlone’s 
high-scoring Dave Haubert to 
18 points offensively. It seems 
high, but considering the fact 
that Haubert usually hits at a 
30-point clip, the missing points 
proved fatal for the Renegade 
team. 

Hot shooting of marksman Jim 
Huff boosted the Panthers’ ef- 
fort also. Hitting 67% of his 
floor shots, Huff ended the night 
with a healthy 31 points to pro- 
vide much of the. offensive 
punch. 

Dennis Itani, Garrison, Tex 
Ryan and Andy Glover came 


through with good steady efforts. 
Glover, hampered by early foul 
trouble, still finished with 11 
points while Ryan scored 10 
markers and captured 13 game 
leading rebounds with his over- 
powering physical game.  Itani 
played an excellent game with 
his assists, playmaking and scor- 
ing as he contributed nine points. 

Even though Garrison con- 
centrated mainly on defense, he 
still found the time to put 12 
points through the hoop. Re- 
serve Dave McCaine came off 
the bench on several occasions 
to help the team effort in the 
game. 

Led by Huff’s 18 points, Hart- 
nell raced to a 43-33 halftime 
advantage over the Ohlone 
squad. The shooting of Bucky 
Snyder kept the Renegade team 
in the contest as he meshed 13 
first-half points. 

Ohlone in the second half cut 
the Panthers’ 10-point lead down 
to six on two occasions, but 
Huff, Garrison, Glover, Itani and 
Ryan answered the challenge 
with rapid fire points.
